in farm produce, complaints from the 
State grange . to the department of 
agriculture state. A protest was reg- 
istered today by Leslie R. Smith, mas- 
ter of..Iho organization here. 


"r. Smith made his appeal for the 


farmers and not the consumers, how- 
ever, intimating that unless conditions 
were bettered it might seriously af- 
fect the acreage planted next year. Ho 
presented instances in which the price 
of produce at the farm has been kept 
down by the speculators, at the same 
time prices on the same produce was 
being sent sky high to the consumers. 


Onions, he said, are a drug on the 


market in the Connecticut valley at 
$1 to S3.10 per 100 pound bag. Inferior 
grades are being- retailed in the 
city 


shops at five cents a pound, while the 
fancy onions bring much higher prices. 
The average price is better'titan $5 a 
bag In the cities, showing that profits 
nmount to above 500 per cent between 
the farmer and the consumer—and thn 
latter either finances the delivery at 
his home in most cases or carries the 
vegetables himself. 


Other farm produce is in the same 


condition at the farm, Mr. Smith de- 
clared, demonstrating that the 
prof- 


iteers are working both ends,-getting 
their produce for practically nothing 
at the source and selling it at exor- 
bitant prices at the market. 


He asked that the state take some 


steps to remedy conditions, although 
he was opposed to any action by the 
government which 
would drive " the 


speculators out of the business. 
He 


considered them necessary to the. farm 
industry, as it is organized in Massa- 
chusetts at present, but declared that 
unless therr, is an ease-up on 
prices 


from ihe farmer's viewpoint the crop 
situation in "the state would suffer next 
year.

Associated Press)—How two British 
airmen broke up an Impending German 
attack along the Somme was told re- 
cently by Lieutenant L, Walmsley of 
tho Royal Air Force. 


'Two of our young airmen," he said, 


"sighted a bridge 
over the Somme 


•which neither had ever seen before in 
three months' constant 
patrolling: of 


this area. 


'It was evidently a temporary af- 


fair which the enemy had built dur- 
ing the night, and if it was now being 
used to pass across men and artillery, 
'.OT a 
counter-attack 
somewhere, 
it 


might mean very serious developments 
for the British troops who were hold- 
ing this particular section - of 
'front 


rather lightly. 


'All doubt on this score was quick- 


ly settled, for a long gray line could 
be 
seen 
leading 
from 
the 
north 


across 
the 
bridge 
to the 
south 


bank of the 
river, 
where a mass 


of about 400 soldiers was 
gathered. 


Here Indeed was a target worthy of 
notice. 


The leading pilot dived almost verti- 


cally, released his two 
bombs and 


watched them burst in the river, miss- 


g the bridge. 
"The second pilot now dived and in 


fivn seconds the Germans saw his sec- 
ond bomb strike, the d'ead centre of the 
bridge and explode with great 
force, 


completely destroying- and sinking- the 
.wo middle pontoons. Detached from the 
moorings, the remainder broke 
away 


and began to float slowly down stream. 


'Realizing their, plight, the Germans 


who had already crossed became quite 
demoralized. Many plunged into 
the 


water, while others 
tried 
to 
hide 


among the vegetation. No tiling, how- 
ever, could conceal them from the dev- 
ilish hail of lead which now poured 
down from tho air above them. Round 
and round at n height of less than a 
lundred feet circled the two English 
airplanes, the piercing staccato of their 
Vlckers sounding high over the drone 
of the engines.

on, with very brief intervals ami then, 
with their last round fired, the airmen

At rude wooden tables 
it enlisted men engaged always in 
nakins new maps that shall show just 
vhere the enemy .is, where his aero- 
romes are located, tables of past per- 
orirmnces, wind charts and the like. 
The officer in charge is a youthful 
icutenant-wise with air her«. 


In the corner is a field telephone op- 


erated by an officer who can. speak 
Trench. 


Sooner or later the inevitable wam- 


ng arrives. 


"Enemy machine observer over 


at four thousand meters, headed south, 
t may say. 


The young lieutenant refers to a big 


map on his desk, locates the point men- 
tioned in the warning, and telephones 
the warning to a squadrilla with or- 
ders to go aloft and hunt out the en- 
emy plane.

Miller was born In Germany !n 1827.

Their cat- 
tle business expanded rapidly. 


Soon 
his . easy-going neighbors— 


men who had scoffed 
while he 
had 


gathered—began suing him for 
pre- 


cious Inches of irrigation water. They 
erieu out against his 
encroachments. 


They challenged the methods of his 
land 
acquisition. 
But 
Miller went 


ahead, deef 10 protests, by a sort of 
n-nned might, living for himself and 
10 himself, retaining: against the new 
west tliat flowed round him an Im- 
pregnable stronghold of the old, un- 
tamrd. heroic west. 


His afqulpitiveness knew no bounds. 


Owning entire counties In California, 
he wielded a power political as w.-ll as 
economic control. 
State and 
county 


assessors fought him constantly and 
kf- usually won the tilts. 


Coupled with 
his 
shrewdness and 


foresight was indefatigable, energy. H 
worked as hard as any 
of 
his 
va- 


quorcs or his oversoers. He made al- 
falfa grow where only sagebrush had 
been. He produced fat from lean; sent 
scrubby calves Into his foothills 
and 


saw 'the^i emerge as sleek herds. His 
life was epic. 


More than any of the 
great 
land 


lords of the west, 
Miller 
exemplified 


the transplanting of European feudal- 
ism to the American frontier. 


Nearly 10.000 employes 
called 
him 


"boss" and lands where his canlo run 
would today support, under cultiva- 
tion, a million people. 


Producer, wholesaler 
and 
retailer 


Miller for years practically controlled 
beef prices on the Pacific coast. 


And that is practically true of those 


who have Inherited his estate. 


Three years before he died he exe- 


cuted a deed of trust, converting al 
his property to his 
daughter. 
Mrs 


Nellie Miller Nickel, and her husband 


The Inheritance tax- law under which 


the government is seeking to , collec 
SS,500,000 from the properties, was no 
effective until several years later. The 
heirs point to this as proof that Mil- 
ler had no Intention of protecting his 
wealth from federal assessments. Bu

Miller disposed of his holdings bcron 
his death to forestall the payment o 
millions In estate taxes. 


Miller came to.a virgin land where 


the earth and its fatness belonged to 
nhy man strong and wise enough to 
take it. He had those virtues. And the 
fruits of them were 
great 
ranches 


towns. Irrigation systems and the cat 
tlo on ten thousand hills. 


But with him died also the hey-dei 


of his baronial ideas. 


And Uncle Sam is prying loose th< 


hold of his dead fingers from the prin 
ctpality he amassed in that day.

socially and members of widely known 


yf York and Montana families, have 


been acting as mail carriers betw'een 
SenlJs and Vic-sur-Aisiie. 


News of their work was received by 


the American committee for devastat- 
ed France, which has headquarters at 
16 East Thirty-ninth street, New York 
City. The young women began 
their 


career as mail carriers during the first 
week of June, when the German army 
was making1 headway in its drive to- 
ward Paris. The shortage of manpow- 
er and the congestion of the railroads, 
which were carrying munitions to the 
front, made the mail problem diffcult, 
and" the French government was glad 
to avail itself of the services of the 
three girls.

PARIS. (Correspondence of the Asso- 


ciated Press).—LTn 
memoriam to 
the 


first three soldiers of the American 
army who fell in action on Nov. 3, 1917, 
a monument consisting of a tall gran- 
ite column designed by Louis Majorella 
will be erected at Bathelement, located 
in the sector where the heroes fell.

graved with the following inscription:

The Germans certainly have not the 


mastery of the air—often claimed by 
them—where the Americans are con- 
cerned. 
With the 1 steady increase in 


the United States air forces in Franca 
the enemy is due for increasing defeat. 
—if past performances count for any- 
thing. 


The work of several pursuit squad- 


rillas is controlled from an "operations 
office" located at a flying field not far 
from the front. At rude wooden tables 
sit enlisted men engaged always in 
making new maps that shall show just 
where the enemy is, whei'c his aero- 
dromes are located, tables of past per- 
formances, wind charts and the like. 
The oilicer in charge is a youthful 
lieutenant wise with air here. 


In the corner is a field telephone op- 


erated by an officer who can speak 
French. 


Sooner or later the inevitable warn- 


ing arrives., 


"Enemy machine observer over- 


at four thousand meters, headed south," 
it may say. 


The young lieutenant refers to a bi 


map on his desk, locates the point men- 
tioned in the warning, and telephones 
the warning to a squadrilla with or- 
ders to go aloft and hunt out the en- 
emy plane. 


Three, five, seven minutes later the 


lieutenant's 
telephone 
rings again, 


and he turns to his visitor with the 
reassuring 
words, 
"Three 
Nieuports 


have gone after him." Then he ex- 
plains: 


"Whenever it is possible. TVG send 


out for defensive purposes one more 
machine than there are enemy air- 
planes reported. That is, we send two 
for one, threo for two, four for three, 
etc. 
That is not always possible, how- 


ever. Many new pursuit squadrons are 
in the making, and occasionally a lone 
flier must go out against one German. 
Ho is as frequently successful as wnen 
groups havf: gone up together."

Miller was born in Germany In 1S27. 


He reached California In the early BO'S.

Soon his 
easy-goincr neighbors— 


men who had scoffed 
while 
he 
had 


gathered—began suing him for 
pre- 


cious Inches of irrigation water. They 
cried out against his 
encroachments. 


They challenged the methods 
of his

But 
Miller 
went 


ahead, deaf to protests, by a sort of 
refined might, living for himself and 
to himself, retaining against the new 
west that flowed round him an im- 
pregnable stronghold of the old. un- 
tamed, heroic west. 


His acquisitiveness knew no bounds. 


Owning entire counties in California, 
he wielded a power political as -well as 
economic control. 
State and county 


assessors fought him constantly and 
he usually won the tilts. 


Coupled with 
his shrewdness 
and 


foresight was indefatigable energy. He 
worked as hard as any 
of his 
va- 


queros or his overseers. He made al- 
falfa grow where only sagebrush 
had 


been. He produced fat. from lean; sent 
scrubby calves into his foothills 
and 


paw them emerge as sleek herds. His 
life was epic. 


More than any of the 
grent land 


lords of the west, 
Miller 
exemplified 


the transplanting of European feudal- 
ism to the American frontier. 


Nearly 10.000 employes 
called 
him 


"boss" and lands where his cattle run 
would today support, 
under cultiva- 


tion, a million people. 


Producer, wholesaler 
and

Miller for years practically controlled 
beef prices on the Pacific coast.

who have inherited his estate. 


Three years before he died he exe- 


cuted a deed of mist, converting all 
his property to his 
daughter,

Miller came to a virgin land where 


the earth and its fatness belonged to 
any man. strong and wise enough to 
take it.

towns, irrigation systems and the cat- 
tle on ten thousand hills. 
. But with him died also the hey-dej 
of his baronial ideas.

PARIS (Correspondence of the Asso- 


ciated Press).—In 
memorlam to 
the 


first three soldiers of the American 
army who fell in action on Nov. 3, 1917, 
a monument consisting of a tall gran- 
ite column designed by Louis Majorellc 
will be erected at Bathelemeiit, located 
in the sector where the heroes fell. 


On side of the shaft 
will 
be 
en- 


graved with the following inscription: 


"Sons of their great, and 
glorious 


country, they fought for right, for lib- 
erty and .civilization against German 
imperialism, the scourge of the human 
race. They (Hod on the field of honor." 


On another side will be inscribed the 


names of the heroes-as follows: 


"Corporal J.- B. Gresham, Evansville. 
"Private Thomas P. Enrlght, Pitts- 


burg. 


"Private Merle Hay, OHddcn." 
The cross of Lorraine is sculptured 


on another side. 
It is encircled in a 


symbolical' wreath. 
The cross bears 


the inscription, "France—United States 
•—1917; from Lorraine to the-United 
States." 


Balhelemont was'in the direct line

of Bulgaria 
nnd Turkey and agree 


o unconditional surrender.

"From the start the public authori- 
ties, civic and ecclesiastical, have acted 
with superhuman courage and most in- 
telligent caie. Koihin^ which could bo 
done has been left undone to 
bring 
' every human aid and comfort to the 
sufterins, and wise and well-counselled 
advice lor the prevention of the fur- 
ther spread of the disease. 
"It is manifestly the duty of all of us 
to co-operate with a!l the authorities 
in all measures adopted by them for 
the safeguarding of public health and

Whatever man can do, that 
ivo must now all lie ready to do, to 
conquer this menace to the physical 
welfare 01 the community.

Hi'Sinn gf t Tho Mm at ,oUher nous- 
uluiid In thu North aUUiou, 


Allied Supremacy Increasing 


as American Troops and 


Trucks Pour In 


WASHi.VGTOX Oct. 5.—The appear- 


ance of American troops in the fight- 
ing west of the Forest of Argonne 
Suggested to some observers here yes- 
terday 
the 
possibility that 
a "new 


French concentration is in progress 
and a new blow is to be expected at 
any moment. 


The natural placo for Uie stroke, it 


was stated, appears to bo the Hhcims 
front, where the German lines have 
already been weakened by the .sur- 
render of the St. Thierry plateau. Tha 
advancing French line is now well out 
Into the open ground north of Rheims. 
Comparatively little advance by the 
two wings of this pocket, it is thought, 
should force a hasty evacuation. 


The Franco-American thrust is near- 


ing Vouziers. a rail junction of im- 
portance to the enemy. On the other 
side of the Rheims sector the French 
already are on the Alsne in the vicin- 
ity of Berry-au-Bac. Establishment of 
the French on the Aisne's northward 
bend would outflank the enemy posi- 
tions in Laon, precisely as the British 
smash toward the Oise valley 
from 


north of St. Qnentin flanks both St. 
Gobain forest and Laon 
from that 


side. 


The enemy would no sooner extri- 


cate his forces from tho Ithefms pock- 
et than he would find himself in an 
exactly similar trap on a wider front 
to the north. 


Whatever Marshal Foch may be plan- 


ning", there is every reason to, expect 
immediate blows on various sectors, 
in tho opinion of observers here. It 13 
now obvious that the advance of MaJ. 
Liggett's army along the Meuse has 
been halted under orders from supreme 
headquarters and not for lack of pow- 
er to go ahead, for in that case Amer- 
ican troops would not have been avail- 
able for employment with the French 
west of the Argonne. 


The Americans are engaged in local 


operations on the front until tho de- 
velopment along the whole front again 
calls for a thrust in this vital sector. 


The time seems ripe for attacks at 


some other points weakened by with- 
drawal of Gorman reserves to meet 
the two drives of the British near St. 
Quentin and the allies in Flanders.

whole allied campaign has been the 
rapidity wit-h which whole armies can 
be moved, appearing on new fronts 
almost over night.
